Their temple was. rebuilt, 
and they ſacrificed and worſhiped there, 
for the moſt part, with great freedom, 
according to the appointments of the law 
of Moſes. They were a diſtinct people, 
and had among them civil government 
1 | and authority. But at the time of our 
1 Lord's birth, and afterwards, they were 
in ſome meaſure ſubject to the Romans.
